tion, the Frankfort-mandibular plane an- 
gle of Tweed? will be used, not only in 
evaluating the face, but also to indicate 
the extent of and possibilities for improve- 
ment of facial esthetics. Another of the 
devices used will be the incisal mandibu- 
lar plane angle as described by Margolis* 
in explaining the minus 5, zero, and plus 
5 as outlined by Tweed* in his presenta- 
tions concerning the relationship of the 
lower incisor teeth to base in so-called 
normal or ideal occlusions. 

The oriented profile photographs may 
be augmented by oriented lateral head 
x-rays showing soft tissue outlines. The 
Frankfort-mandibular plane angle is 
measured by the Frankfort-mandibular 
angulator, devised by the author® and 
may also be measured on cephalometric 
head plates (Fig. 2). To a useful degree, 
the incisal mandibular plane angle may 
be demonstrated on sectional models as 
shown by Samuel Lewis’ or measured 
rather accurately, directly on the cepha- 
lometric head x-rays. 

Since this paper is concerned with fa- 
cial esthetics in relation to orthodontic 
treatment, it would neither be wise nor 
desirable to pass over treatment too 
lightly, yet time and space will not allow 
for a consideration of mechanical ther- 
apy. Rather, we will concern ourselves 
with some of the goals desired in treat-

ment and how the attainment of those 
aims directly affect the face favorably. 
On the other hand, we will attempt to 
show that other procedures may affect 
these aims adversely and may actually 
create disharmony or facial imbalance. 
We must, therefore, consider the funda- 
mental basis for our treatment and show 
that, if these fundamentals are not fol- 
lowed, lack of improvement or even un- 
desirable results may occur in facial es- 
thetics. 

Because the point of view taken is that 
of the clinician, we will describe the face 
as in balance when it is pleasing in ap- 
pearance. It must be noted that this is 
the author’s definition and requires elab- 
oration and description. In such a face, 
the chin does not protrude or recede; the 
lips, either upper or lower, are not in 
protrusion or obviously thick; the mental 
depression is not deep with a rolling for- 
ward lower lip and there is no tension in 
the triangularis muscle region. We have 
intentionally included only the lower 
third of the face (for in orthodontics, we 
affect only that region) and delegate to 
the facial plastic surgeon and to the 
ophthalmologist the fields that are theirs. 

The writer realizes that we, as ortho- 
dontists, should not attempt to make all 
of our patients look alike, even if that 
could be done, but we may dismiss the 
idea as unattainable. None of us will ever 
be that good. He also recognizes that fa- 
cial balance or facial harmony, in an es- 
thetic sense, is a matter of individual 
opinion and appreciation. He feels, how- 
ever, that if several hundred oriented

photographs of individuals were critically 
examined by an orthodontic group, there 
would be an unanimity of opinion as to 
which were good or bad and, on those in 
between, there would be some differences 
in appraisal. Reference is here made to 
the work of Dr. Richard A. Riedel*® tend- 
ing to bear out this contention. The writer 
would go further and say that a group of 
intelligent laymen would have compara- 
ble opinions. 

Probably the best means for develop- 
ing the ability to appraise faces is to look 
at them critically and repeatedly. Ori- 
ented photographs would probably be the 
best means for, with them, not only may 
measurements and proportions be exam- 
ined but this may be done at leisure. 

We, therefore, present, at this time, a 
group of oriented photographs showing 
well balanced faces as described by Tweed 
as having minus 5, zero, and plus 5 posi- 
tions of the lower incisors to base. We 
should define base, at this time, as being 
that portion of the mandible exclusive of 
the alveolar process. On these pictures 
(Figs. 3 A, B and C) we can point to 
some very definite relationships. The chin 
is forward and in a line with subnasion 
in the vertical plane or with the junction 
of the upper lip and the lower midline 
portion of the nose. The lips, both upper 
and lower, are also on this line and the 
lips are protruded as the inclination of 
the lower incisors increases. 

Having shown the well-balanced, har- 
monious or more ideal faces, we should 
now present the variations from, let us 
say, these harmonious types. They range

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from slight deviations to gross deformi- 
ties and are influenced by: 

(1) the degree of labial inclination of 

the lower incisors 

(2) the size of the Frankfort-mandibu- 
lar plane angle (the deformity in- 
creases as the angle increases, ex- 
cept in some large bodied mandi- 
bles) 

a combination of labially inclined 
incisors and large Frankfort man- 
dibular plane angle. 

If the inclination of the lower anterior 
teeth becomes marked, definite areas of 
tension appear in the triangularis muscle 
region. This applies to either Class I or 
Class II cases; more frequently in the

latter when lip closure is forced. 

Wherever records were made, the 
Frankfort-mandibular plane angle is 
given with the illustrations used. 

In malocclusions with a favorable 
Frankfort-mandibular plane angle up to 
30° (as measured by the Frankfort- 
mandibular plane angulator), excellent 
facial changes may be expected and at- 
tained. In those from 30°-35°, good fa- 
cial changes may be attained and over 
35°, from fair to no favorable changes 
may be expected and attained. The 
greater the Frankfort-mandibular plane 
angle, theoretically, the farther lingually 
must the lower incisors be inclined in 
treatment to improve the facial esthetics 
and all orthodontists should realize the 
limitations in this procedure. 

At this point, we wish to present results 
of a case treated without regard to the 
inclination of the lower incisors. (Figs. 


5 and 6.)

In the writer’s practice, similar results 
are multiplied manifold but this was be- 
fore a definite effort was made to up- 
right lower incisors to base. Usually in 
this earlier treatment, the lower incisors 
were tipped labially and the buccal teeth 
were tipped laterally. At the end of 
treatment, frequently the lips were pro- 
trusive; the chin point appeared to be re- 
truded, but this could be an optical illu- 
sion. If the lips had to be closed with 
effort, there was tension in the tri-

angularis region. If the lips were parted, 
a prominent toothy denture presented it- 
self. 

More recently, treating according to 
the teachings of Tweed? or bending every 
effort toward uprighting the lower in- 
cisor teeth, even if that necessitated the 
removal of tooth units, the writer con- 
cluded, from the observation of clinical 
material, that better facial, esthetic re- 
sults may be attained and offers evidence 
to support this contention.

EDITORIAL 


A CHANCE OF A LIFETIME 


Despite the emphasis on its mobilization program, the administration found 
time during December to call together people from all walks of life to the 
White House Midcentury Conference on Children and Youth. This high- 
sounding title proved to be just a camouflage for an effort on the part of the 
staff of the Social Security Agency to put over its socialized medicine program 
with the help of such key speakers as Mrs. Roosevelt, President Truman, and 
Oscar Ewing. Almost every panel recommendation emphasized the alleged lack 
of “adequate health services” and implied that such inadequacies could only 
be remedied by government interference. 

As a result, the delegates who attended the Conference were inoculated with 
the socialized medicine serum. A permanent national organization was estab- 
lished and it was made clear that there would be no sparing of manpower nor 
expense in setting up committees on state, city, and neighborhood levels. 

Chicago will hold an election on April 3. It seems reasonably clear that if 
the party behind the welfare state is given a new lease on life by the election of 
its candidates, it will consider that it has received a mandate from the people. 
Here is a chance of a lifetime. By defeating the big city machine, we can deal 
socialized medicine a death blow at the grass roots level. 


UNIONS - GOOD AND BAD 


As originally conceived, labor unions were a force for righting the wrongs 
of the man who worked with his hands. No one can deny but what many 
employers of yesteryear were exploiters of labor and that only through organi- 
zation could the worker hope for amelioration of his condition. The early labor 
leaders were, for the most part, men of righteous purpose; they had the interest 
of the common man at heart. And in many instances such is the case today. 
With men such as these, we have no quarrel. 

There has developed, however, a new type of labor leader who is not inter- 
ested so much in the welfare of the worker as he is in feathering his own nest. 
He has not come up through the ranks and earned prestige by the sweat of 
his brow, but rather is a schemer who has discovered that “there’s gold in them 
thar hills” and is out to get it. His followers will wake up some day, disillusioned. 
With this type of labor leader we do have a quarrel, for they are the ones who 
are today openly challenging the members of the dental profession on a prop- 
osition of share and share alike. 

There certainly is no vast worker’s movement by the laboratory technicians 
to join a union. The majority are contented and feel that they are doing all 
right. Just a few recalcitrants are trying to stir up trouble. And, according to 
authoritative sources, some of these trouble makers are laboratory owners them- 
selves. 

The Chicago Dental Society, obviously, can take no action, but each individ- 
ual dentist can do something. He can find out if his laboratory is a party to the 
deal. If so, he can take his business elsewhere. He can get tough, too. The union 
organizer says: “Join—or else.” You can say: “If this deal comes off, I’ll do 
my own laboratory work.” And how long can a laboratory survive with no 
customers?

The writer has noted that, in the treat- 
ment of extraction cases, further im- 
provement in facial esthetics frequently 
continues after all appliances have been 
removed and the facial soft tissues are 
allowed to adapt themselves to the new 
positions of the teeth. This may be evi- 
dence of further growth but, at the 
moment, we have no proof thereof. At 


times, however, the changes take place 
so quickly that it does not seem reason- 
able to attribute them to growth. 

In those cases with crowded tooth 
arches but with lower incisors well re- 
lated to base, we may expect the faces 
to be well-balanced. This applies to 
locked-out cuspid cases, as well. Treat- 
ment procedures in these categories must

be aimed at retaining the desirable lower 
incisor positions as well as maintaining 
the buccal teeth over base. Failure to do 
so, but rather to expand either labially or 
laterally, or both, to make room for 
locked-out teeth frequently results in pro- 
trusion of the lips and poor facial 
esthetics. 

It must be apparent that the removal 


of tooth units must be reckoned with in 
all crowded, as well as all protrusive 
dentures unless adequate spacings are 
present to allow for the uprighting of 
lower incisors and the placing of all 
other teeth into the line of occlusion 
without expansion. 

This case (Fig. 12) shows little or no 
facial change. That, of course, is our aim.

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An effort -has been made to show 
definite landmarks or features to be ex- 
amined in faces so that treatment may 
be planned accordingly with the thought 
in mind of not distorting favorable facial 
esthetics and of improving poorly bal- 
anced faces. 

Not only may the orthodontist align 
teeth, but he can and does frequently 
improve the functional values of the den- 
ture, the health of the teeth and soft tis- 
sues and creates harmony of facial fea- 
tures where disharmony and inbalance 
previously existed. The role of the ortho- 
dontist is not that of a tooth straightener, 
but rather that of the dento-facial ortho- 


pedist.
